number-bearing blue capsules were 
missing. 

Selective service officials imme- 
diately instituted a check to track 
down the omitted numbers. Manual 
records kept throughout the mara- 
thon drawing confirmed the num- 
ber of missing numbers as six. The 
Master list disagreed, however, 
thowing eight unaccounted for. 


“Junior Drawing” Held.

“If President Roosevelt were as 
wicked as his opponents charge, 
which he is not, and even if he had 
undisclosed commitments, which he 
has not, the facts are against our 
participation in this war.” 


Gigantic Problems. 


“About a year ago on my return 
from London I referred to the gi- 
gantic problems which the war had 
brought to the American people and 
said that a newcomer would need 
two years of training before he 
could govern adequately,” said Ken- 
nedy. “It is still true, only more so. 

“We are re-arming because it is 
the only way in which America can 
stay out of war. If we re-arm fast 
enough, America will stay out of 
war. It is today our guarantee of 
peace. 

“It is not an answer to our prob- 
lem that strong men, able men, 
may be summoned to Cabinet posts. 
Ultimately decisions on burning 
questions of policy will have to be 
made by the chief executive. A new 
hand cannot give these problems 
that careful, thorough and intelli- 
gent attention which they must im- 
mediately have if our nation is to 
be secure. 

“In the light of these considera- 
tions, I believe that Franklin D. 
Roosevelt should be re-elected Pres- 
ident of the United States.” 


Family Sponsors Broadcast.

Crediting Willkie with the elec- 
toral votes of every State where 
he is favored in the betting, in- 
cluding New York, Pennsylvania, 
lllinois and Ohio, he would still 
be short three electoral votes.

FLOOR OF ARMY 
OFFICES RAZED IN 
WASHINGTON FIRE 


Flames Destroy New Addi- 


tion~to Munitions Build- 


ing—Records Damaged 


—Investigation Begun. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Fire swept through a newly ‘built 
fourth floor of the War Depart- 
ment-Munitions Building early to- 
day and almost at once a special 
army board set to work to deter- 
mine whether an accident, careless- 
ness or sabotage was responsible. 

Valuable documents, some of 
them secret, were housed in the 
Constitution avenue building dam- 
aged by fire that broke out at 
about 4 a. m. 

Secretary of War Stimson was 
quoted as saying he believed a 
short circuit in the electrical wir- 
ing, or a cigarette, was to blame. 
There was no public mention of 
sabotage from official quarters. 

Intelligence officers and _ fire 
marshals began an investigation of 
the cause, as soon as the masSed 
fire equipment of the District of 
Columbia brought the flames under 
control in a fight lasting’ more than 
an hour. 

While the investigation went on, 
firemen already tired from their ef- 
forts at the War Department’s 
building—a structure built in World 
War days as a “temporary” building 
—were called to another blaze at 
the Lewis Hotel Training School on 
Washington circle. At this fire, 
which was confined mostly to the 
basement, 15 firemen were over- 
come by escaping gas. Four re- 
quired hospital treatment. 

Gen. George C. Marshall, army 
chief of staff, told reporters he be- 
lieved the only damage done to val- 
uable documents in the War De- 
partment fire was by smoke and 
water. He said that plans had 
just been completed to tighten reg-

GREEKS FALLING BACK TO MAIN LINE 
UNDER HEAVY THRUSTS BY 
ITALIANS REPORT 40-MILE ADVANCE

ATHENS, Oct. 30 (AP).—Italian 
troops thrust a heavy attack into 
the western sector of Greece’s de- 
fenses today, apparently driving for 
Ioannina (Janina), 30 miles from 
the frontier and about the same 
distance from the coast. 

Neutral military quarters said the 
Greeks were resisting strongly, al- 
though the advance guards who 
faced the border at the outbreak 
of hostilities were slowly retiring to 
the main defense lines in accord- 
ance with a preconceived plan. 

The fighting was the heaviest 
since Italy began the invasion, they 
said. Heavy artillery thundered 
throughout the night on the lower 
flank of the battle line in North- 
western Greece. 


Mountains Hamper Machines. 


The Italians were said to be still 


far from the main Greek defense 
system, which was said to be strong- 
ly fortified. Because of the moun- 
tainous terrain, the invaders were 
able to make little use of their 
mechanized equipment. 

Artillery, however, is being em- 
ployed on a large scale. 

Informed quarters said another 
strong Italian thrust was being 
made closer to the coast in an ef- 
fort to reach a road which ap- 
proaches Ioannina from the west, 
but that the Italians had made no 
considerable gains in this coastal 
drive.

The defense of the frontier in 
Epirus has been planned since the 
Italians occupied Albania in April, 
1939, and Premier John Metaxas 
started the building of the secret 
strong points of the “Metaxas line.” 

Holding in Macedonia. 

The high command said “the sit- 
uation remains unchanged” along 
the upper half of the border battle- 
front in Western Macedonia. 

The defenses there, where the 
Greek reports indicated the attack 
was less severe, guard the 100-mile 
route to Salonika, upper Aegean 
guardian of road and rail routes 
through Thrace to Turkey and the 
Dardanelles.

TURKEY HEARS BRITISh 
HAVE LANDED IN CRETE 


Naval Forces Said to Be In- 
volved — Ankara Paper 
Warns Bulgaria. 


ANKARA, Turkey, Oct. 29 (de- 
layed) (AP).—The British Informa- 
tion Office said today that British 
naval detachments had landed on 
the Greek island of Crete and on 
the island of Cephalonia, south of 
Corfu. 

(British sources in London said 
today they had “no information” on 
the reported naval landings. Pre- 
viously it had been denied that 
“troops” had landed on Greeks 


islands.) 

Turkish officials were silent on 
their attitude toward the Italo- 
Greek conflict, but the official 
newspaper Ulus said Turkey was

ISTANBUL, Turkey, Oct. 30 
(AP).—Franz von Papen, German 
Ambassador to Turkey, left An- 
kara today for Berlin, presumably 


to report to Adolf Hitler on the 
Near East situation. 


BERLIN, Oct. 30 (AP). — Adolf 
Hitler, returning to Germany today 
from Florence, Italy, telegraphed 
Benito Mussolini that “with the 
might of our armies and the faith 
of our people, no one now will 
snatch victory from us.” 

Earlier an authorized Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman called Italy’s in- 
vasion of Greece a manifestation 
of the Axis policy against England, 
and said Italy and Germany are 
inseparable in their aims. 
Authorized sources said “big 
events” are in the offing, but add- 
ed they could observe no indica- 
tion that the Greek conflict would 
involve any other Balkan state. In- 
formed sources had hinted earlier 
that the Axis, in an endeavor to 
break British influence in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, might hand 
Turkey an ultimatum such as the 
ee which Greece rejected. 

Turkey, like Greece, is a friend of | 
Britain, and has Britain’s pledge 
of help in event of aggression by 
any European nation involving 
Turkey in war in the Mediterran- 
ean. 

Commenting on Axis plans, the 
semi-official Diplomatisch-Polit- 
ische Korrespondenz — which has 
close connections with the German 
Foreign Office—said: 

“Wherever British bases and 
hideouts exist, they must be ex- 
tirpated in the interests of the 
European continuity. This natur- 
ally applies to the Mediterranean.” 

Previously, the usually well-in- 
formed commentary Dienst aus 
Deutschland indicated Hitler and 
Mussolini had agreed at their Flor- 
ence meeting Monday on some uni- 
fied action against Britain in which 
France and Spain might have a 
role.

Nazi Warship Operating in ‘Overseas Waters’ 


Credited With Two 


Other British Vessels. 


BERLIN, Oct. 30 (AP). — The 
sinking of three merchant ships, 
totaling 18,400 tons, by a German 
warship “operating in overseas wa- 
ters” was reported today by the 
German high command. The high 
command said a submarine also 
sank an armed merchant ship of 
10,500 tons. 

The area in which the warship 
was operating was not disclosed. 
The communique, however, said the 
craft's latest accomplishments 
brought to 45,000 tons the warship’s 
sinkings. 

(There have been reports in ship- 
ping circles, thus far unconfirmed, 
that one of the two sister ships o1 
the Admiral Graf Spee—the Luet- 
zow and the Admiral Scheer—has 
been operating in the South At- 
lantic.)

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AFTER RE-CANVASS 


Chairman Hay of. Election 
Board Describes Special 
Registration Survey as 


Wasteful. 


The special recanvass of regis- 
trations in 150 precincts made by 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers at the instruction of Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark disclosed no illegal regis- 
trations, and resulted in 9013 “not 
found” names, or only 624 more 
than were scratched by the board’s 
regular canvassers late last week, 
Charles M. Hay, board chairman, 


reported today. 
The 150 precincts covered in the 


special canvass had a total regis- 
tration of 87,670, Hay said. 
“These were the precincts,” he 
said, “in which it was charged that 
there were many thousands of il- 
legal registrations, or to use the 
vernacular, potential ‘ghost’ voters.” 
He described the supplementary 
survey as unnecessary and waste- 
ful, and sharply criticised Paul O. 
Peters, chairman of the Citizen’s 
Non-Partisan Committee, who, 
with a delegation representing Pro- 
America, St. Louis Republican 
Women’s organization, had pre- 
vailed on Gov. Stark last week to 
order the new canvass. Gov. Stark 
acted after Peters and the Pro- 
America delegation informed him 
there were at least 45,000 names on 
the St. Louis lists not verifiable at 
the addresses given. 
“T submit,” said Hay, “that per- 
sons who profess to be interested 
in honest elections might find it 
wholesome occasionally to indulge 
the presumption that persons 
charged with the responsibility of 
conducting elections are sometimes 
honest. 

“Destroys Confidenee.” 
“One of the best ways I know of 
to destroy confidence in popular 
government is to maintain a con- 
stant howl that everybody connect- 
ed with Government is a potential 
scoundrel. 
The 624 additional names X- 
marked by the special canvassers 
Monday and yesterday comprise 
only four for each of the 150 pre- 
cincts, Hay pointed out. 
“I am happy to say that not a 
single canvasser, either regular or 
special,” he said, “brought to this 
office any report of any evidence 
tending to show that any voter had 
registered illegally. Both the regu- 
lar and special workers reported 
the persons as having died, or re- 
moved from the premises, or that 
the premises were vacant at the 
time of the canvass.” 

An analysis of the reports show 
that the additional persons “not 
found” by the special canvassers 
lived in neighborhoods in which 
housing projects are under way, 
causing an unusually large number 
of removals, he continued. 

“Should Establish Confidence.” 

“These canvasses should put to 
rest, so far as this election is con- 
cerned, all talk of ‘padded regis- 
tration rolls’ and ‘ghost’ votes, and 
more than that, they should estab- 
lish public confidence in the in- 
tegrity and efficiency of our regu- 
lar election canvass clerks who 
made the canvass for this election, 
and who in the main, also made 
the canvass for the primary.”

IN INJURY CLAIMS 


Brothers, Sister Admit 
Using False Names, but 
Deny 14 Falls in 4 Years 
Were Faked. 


Two brothers and their sister are 
held by police pending investiga- 
tion of a series of falls for which 
they collected small sums in settle- 
ment for purported injuries from 
public utilities and pusiness firms 
over a period of years. Arrested 
last Monday they were booked at 
the Lucas Avenue District. 

Officers said the prisoners ad- 
mitted using fictitious names in 
affidavits in connection with 
claims, but all insist that they suf- 
fered actual injuries in a series of 
tumbles on street cars, over cellar 
doors, material piles and on side- 
walks. Because the mails were 
used in settling the claims the facts 
will be presented to United States 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton. 

Detective Sergt. Curtis Brostron 
said the brothers began collecting 
for purported injuries 15 years ago, 
and in 1936 one of them was sen- 
tenced to six months in the work- 
house for obtaining money on a 
fake claim. 

Officers listed only incidents 
coming within the statute of lim- 
itations in their report, which 
states that one brother collected 
$170 for five falls since 1937 and 
bad two claims rejected; the other 
collected $175 on five claims since 
1938, with three rejections, and the 
sister got $106 in four years for 
four falls. Sprained ankles were 
the customary injuries claimed. 

The series of collections was un- 
covered after one brother was 

uestioned about his automobile 
registration, which is under anoth- 
er name, and police records dis- 
closed the workhouse sentence.

OLLOWING is the prepared text! 


of a speech last night by Wen- 
dell L. Willkie, Republican presi- 
dential nominee 


Near here in South Charleston, 
there is a structure which typi- 
fies the danger facing the Amer- 
ican people. “They have been lied 
into that danger by the false lead- 
ership of the New Deal. Tonight 
I want to make that danger clear. 


The structure that I refer to is 
a naval ordnance plant. It was 
built during the last war to make 
armor plate, armor-piercing pro- 
jectiles, and gun forgings for the 
United States Navy. 

Not long ago on one of his non- 
political inspection trips, the third- 


term candidate came down here to 
‘look at this plant. 

He, of course, was not interested 
in votes, and merely wanted to 
‘give the plant the benefit of his 
great knowledge of metallurgy and 
the manufacture of heavy forg- 
ings. 


He pointed, with pride, to the 
fact that construction was started 
on that plant when he was Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, more 
than 20 years ago. That was his 
contribution to the present produc- 
tion problem. 


There are a number of things 
concerning this plant that the 
third-term candidate did not men- 
tion; things which the New Deal 
would like to forget, but which I 
am not going to let it forget. These 
things have a direct bearing upon 
the safety of the American people.

The War Department increased 
the urgency of its warnings. In 
June the Chief of Staff warned 
that we were short of critical arm- 
ament and equipment. At the end 
of that year—1939—he reported that 
the army “is probably less than 
25 per cent ready for immediate ac- 
tion.’” 

And after that, what did the 
third-term candidate recommend? 

In his budget message of Jan. 3 
last, four months after the out- 
break of European war, and with 
that background, he proposed ex- 
penditures for national defense 
that were an increase of a quarter 
of a billion more than was spent 
in the fiscal year 1940. 


And he declared that this ap- 
propriation was—and I am quoting 
his own words—"“this is an increase, 
of course, over the current year, 
though it is far less than many ex- 
perts on national defense think 
should be spent, though it is in my 
judgment a. sufficient amount for 
the coming year.” 

So he overruled the experts. 

Actually, it was necessary for 
Congress to provide in appropria- 
tions and contract authorizations 
over 10 billiaons more than the 
President asked for in January* 

Thus, when he asked for a quar- 
ter of a billion dollars more last 
January, he was only one-fortieth 
right, 

That is the way the third-term 
candidate placed emphasis on na- 
tional defense in January, 1940.

1940 and Invasion 
Of Low Countries. 


On May 10, 1940, the invasion of 
Holland and Belgium began, Japan 
was continuing to overrun China, 
and threatening Britain's position 
in the Orient. For over a year our 
fleet had been based in the Pa- 
cific ocean. 

With this background, it is the 
third-term candidate who, on May 
14, 1940, according to a New York 
Times dispatch, “brushed aside as 
utterly stupid suggestions that de- 


for a two-ocean American navy. 

. . Such a conception of the na- 
tion’s floating defenses was just 
plain dumb, he added.” 

It is this same mniar- who now 
tells us that he foresaw the out- 
break of the war. He had a con- 
stant stream of information and 
he had his foresight. But this 
armor plant of yours, right here 
in Charleston, was not even in pro- 
duction yet. 

Even after the whole country 
had been aroused to the dangers 
that confronted us, the third-term 
candidate delayed. As late as last 
June, he told Corgress that it 
might as well go home: there was 
nothing more for it to do. 

But since that time, Congress has 
passed the military conscription 
bill, the two-ocean navy bill, the 
bill to provide for the necessary 
amortization of emergency plants 
built for national defense, and 
three additional defense appropria- 
tion bills totaling seven billion dol- 
lars, and contract authorizations.

Joe Louis, heavyweight champion of the world, who is in St. Louis 
to stump for a political contender, said today he believed his own next 
challenger would be Tommy Farr of England, probably in December. 


“That is,” Joe explained on his 
arrival from Pittsburgh, “If they 
can get him over here in time. 
They ar: trying to do that.” 

There were other things, however, 
that occupied Joe’s attention when 
he stepped off the train wearing a 
heavy brown overcoat over a striped 
blue suit. 

A reporter handed him a clipping 
showing his draft order number 
and Joe studied it with interest. 

“Is this from Washington?” he 
asked. “2611, hmmm. What’s 
Baer’s number?” 

Nobody knew that, but pursued 
him with questiors about the draft. 
What would he like to do if he 
were called to the service? 

“I want to do what would help 
the country most,” Louis replied 
seriously. “Whatever they think 
best.” 

Wouldn't he like to teach boxing 
if the army wanted him to? 

“I'd be glad to,” Joe replied. 
“Anything that would help.” 

As Joe made his way to the auto- 
mobile waiting for him, surrounded 
more or less by Negro politicians, 
he was queried about his own politi- 
cal activities. He had been on the 
tour three days, he said. 

Did he like making political 
speeches and did he go in for long 
orations? 

“If they are two words, they’re 
long er.ough for me,” he grinned. 

Does someone write his speeches 
for him? 

“No, I just get up and talk.” 


Joe has had three title fights this 
year—two with Arturo Godoy and 
one with Johnny Paycheck. He 
usually has only four a year, he 
said, indicating it wouldn't be a 
great tragedy if he didn’t have one 
more to finish the season.

MR. KENNEDY’S GREAT SPEECH. 

In calm and measured phrases, refreshingly dif- 
ferent from most of the campaign oratory we have 
been hearing lately, Ambassador Joseph P. Kennedy 
told the American people last night why, in his opin- 
ion, they should re-elect Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Kennedy’s contribution to the arguments of 
the campaign is unique. He flew home from London 
where, as our Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James’s, he has been in an advanced post in the war 
area. He has seen the war at close range, seen the 
British leaders at close range and he knows what 
he is talking about. His is the voice of authority. 

More important, Mr. Kennedy, unlike some of the 
Ambassadors we have sent to London, has not per- 
mitted the passions engendered by war to distort 
his judgment. He has never lost sight of the fact, 
as Walter Hines Page did during the first World 
War, that he was sent to London to represent the 
United States. 

Indeed, some of the war-mongers on this side of 
the ocean have criticised Mr. Kennedy for his stead- 
fast position that the United States should not get 
into this war, for his insistence upon keeping his 
head, and part of the British press has criticised him 
for not doing more for Britain’s cause. Whereas 
Ambassador Bullitt and others have permitted their 
sympathies to lead them into over-zealous actions, 
Ambassador Kennedy: has shown how an American 
diplomat should conduct himself in the heat of war. 

It has been charged that certain representatives 
of ours in Europe have given indiscreet and secret 
pledges to European nations. Whether or not this is

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CORFU, AN ANCIENT BATTLEFIELD. 

Corfu enters the news of the war’s latest outbreak, 
with the report that British troops have landed on 
the strategically important island near the Albanian 
coast, and will establish an airport there for at- 
tacks upon the Italians. Warfare is no new experi- 
ence for ancient Corcyra, the isle which Homer 
described as an idyllic lotus land of beautiful peo- 
ple and scenery. 

Corfu, in fact, has appeared in the annals of war 
for 26 centuries. The first naval battle recorded in 
Greek history was fought nearby in 664 B. C., and 
39 American sub-chasers were based there for a 
time in the World War. Corfu was an important 
Athehian naval base in the Peloponnesian war, and 
it was Mussolini’s first goal of conquest, in 1923, but 
Britain and France forced him to give up his prey. 
Octavian, Caesar’s adopted son, used it as a base 
against Antony in 31 B. C., and the formation of 
Yugoslavia was proclaimed there in 1917, The Vene- 


tians held the island for 400 years, and others for 


Apropos his juvenile prowess as a mighty hunter 
in the foothills of the Adirondacks, and the business 
of curing the pelts of bears, foxes, Vermont panthers 
and Rhode Island weasels, the President remarked: 
“I think it was a kinsman of mine who about 30 
years ago invented the word, ‘weasel-words.’ ” 

Wrong. Theodore Roosevelt, the kinsman, did not 
invent the expression. He appropriated it. To use 
a trade term, he pirated it, from an obscure maga- 
zine writer. And T. R., of still robust and thunder- 
ing memory, had a talent for that sort of thing. He 
could borrow another’s phrase, embellish it with his 
exuberance and presto! it was his very own. 

And where was Wendell Willkie while all this was 
happening? Perhaps he was riding into San Fran- 
cisco in a boxcar. Perhaps he was broiling ham- 
burgers in Butte. Or he may have been marching 
those endless parasangs with Cyrus around the In- 
diana campus. Anyhow, he was preparing himself 
for the exacting office of generating and distributing 
electric power at a profitable price. 

So here lies that misstatement of F. D. R.’s, flat 
on its inaccurate back. 
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“A perfectly beautiful alliteration, Congressmen 
Martin, Barton and Fish,” said Mr. Roosevelt. Beau- 
tiful, perhaps; rhythm, certainly; a glint of rhyme, 
too. Alliteration? Not a trace.

Mr. Willkie exploits the myth to the full- 
est. The administration, he argues, does not 
understand production. The maximum use 
of our industrial capacity for national de- 
fense depends, he says, upon the election 
of a business man like Willkie. 

“Does anybody doubt,” he says, “that I 
can work with these men better than can 
the present administration to speed up pro- 
duction? ... Don’t you think I understand 
those men better? ... Don’t you think I 
can stimulate them better? Above all, I 
know how to organize them. I know how 
to put them to work.” 

The legend sounds plausible 
it is examined closely. 

After his graduation from Indiana Uni- 
versity in 1913, Willkie got a teaching job 
in the Coffeyville (Kan.) High School. He 
taught history and coached the debating, 
track and basketball teams. The next year 
he abandoned teaching and went to Puerto 
Rico as a laboratory assistant in the Fajar- 
do Sugar Co. A year later, he decided his 
talents were suited to the practice of law, 
returned to Indiana for his degree and 
joined his father’s firm in Elwood. 

The war interrupted his career until 1919, 
when he joined the law staff of the Fire- 
stone Tire Co. in Akron. A few months later 
he left Firestone to become a member of the 
law firm Mather & Nesbitt, in the same city. 

During his eight years with the firm, Mr. 
Willkie built up his reputation as a public 
utilities lawyer. He worked on utility cases, 
lobbied for utilities before the local regu- 
latory bodies, and by 1927 appeared in 
Washington with other utility spokesmen, 
fighting against the Walsh resolution, which 
eventually led to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission investigation of the utility industry. 

In 1929, Mr. Weadock, who had been his 
superior in Ohio, and Mr. Willkie were in- 
vited to establish the New York law firm 
which was to be the general counsel for 
Commonwealth & Southern. In 1933, when

Commonwealth & Southern looked for a 
new president, its lawyer, Wendell Willkie, 
was the natural choice, because he was a 
known Democrat and potentially a good con- 
tact man with the administration which had 
just come into office. 

Mr. Willkie’s career as president of Com- 
monwealth & Southern is familiar to every- 
one. His fame rests upon his management 
of the propaganda war against the TVA and 
his leadership of the court fight intended 
to drive it out of existence. The struggle 
ended—at least temporarily—in May, 1939, 
with the sale of the Tennessee Electric 
Power Co.’s properties, in a victory for the 
TVA. 

In view of his record, it is obvious that 
Wendell Willkie has never been a business 
man, either as the term is commonly used 
or in the sense he boastfully applies it to 
himself. He repeats constantly his charge 
that the administration fails to understand 
production, yet Mr. Willkie has never dealt 
with production problems himself. What- 
ever knowledge he may possess about the 
technical problems of industry has been ac- 
quired outside his office hours. Nor has he 


a skillful manager of personnel. 


Except for the odd jobs he held during, 


his college vacations, Mr. Willkie’s role has 
always been that of a publicity man for the 
public utilities. He has lobbied for them, 
presented their case at public forums, ar- 
gued their briefs in court and negotiated 
their bargaining with the Government. He 
may call business men and industrialists by 
their first names, but he is not one of them. 

The industrialists who are now engaged 
in defense production should be enraged at 
Mr. Willkie’s brass. By implication he ac- 
cuses them of contributing something less 
than their full effort to the preparedness 
program. And, he promises, they would 
get to work after his election, because of 
their “confidence” in him. 

In sum, this is Mr. Willkie’s insult:. Only 
the election of a public utilities spokesman 
who has spent a lifetime fighting Govern-

licenses were issued in Dubuque, Ia.

HE White House issued 8 
T correction lete yesterday on 

a portion of President 
Roosevelt’s address at the draft 
lottery. 


The President had said that 
“the total drawing will be 10 
per cent of all those registered,” 
whereas actually the numbers 
of all draft registrants were to 
be drawn during the long day- 
and-night lottery. 


The official correction substi- 
tuted the following for the para- 
graph in which the President 
made the statement about 10 
per ¢ent: 

“While all members are called, 
only the first 10 per cent will 
be considered as the ‘first 
drawn,’ 1,640,000 out of the total 
of 16,400,000. If your number 
is drawn after the first 10 per 
cent of the numbers, you will 
not be called into this year’s 
service. 

“If your number is among the 
first 10 per cent, you may be 
called but only 800,000 out of the 
1,640,000 will be. Thus more 
than 95 per cent of the grand 
total are not to be called, and 
less than 5 per cent are to be.”

called for no third term. But the 
third term is the least of the gnmany 
considerations which the American 
people should take into account in 
exercising their choice a week 
hence. The gigantic issues which 
must be faced arising out of the 
world crisis, make the third-term 
opposition seem insignificant by 
comparison, The question still re 
mains—which of the two men can 
best serve the nation” 

The present war in Europe, as I 
have said, will affect seriously ev- 
ery man, woman and child in this 
country. There will be maladjust- 
ments in this world gerater than 
ever before seen. There will be re 
quired of our President wisdom and 
talent, diplomatic foresight, cour- 
age and great ingenuity. There 
will, more than all this, be required 
of our President for the next four 
years experience in domestic and 


,pespecially in foreign affairs. 


The problems that he must face 
are staggering just to comprehend. 
In the field of agriculture, what is 
to be done with the surpluses of the 
North American continent? In the 
field of labor relations, America 
will need leadership of great stat- 
ure. The President must have the 
trust and confidence of the toilers 
of the nation. Finances will be 
disorganized and foreign trade may 
be completely transformed. 

No matter who is President, make 
up your minds, the problems will be 
terrific. There is no chance of our 
achieving perfection by picking a 
President. 
have all the answers—probably no 
human being can have sound an- 
swers even for a fraction of the 
acute issues that may confront us. 

Many of my listeners on the radio 
are specialists in various fields. How 
would you answer some of the fol- 
lowing questions”: If you are in 
foreign trade, what about your lost 
markets? What about the problem 
of securing foreign exchange? Just 
think of what has happened to the 
motion picture industry when the 
war has cut off almost a third of 
the revenue. Shall we go to the 
barter system? If so, by what 
route”? Can an individual trader 
compete when his competitor is a 
totalitarian government? No man 
can know ail] the. answers—no man 
can fail to make serious mistakes. 

It is wrong not to appreciate thor- 
oughly the limitations set by the 
world-wide dislocation. Many of 
these problems will remain even if 
peace comes tomorrow. 

But we must make our choice 
next week on what qualities are re- 
vealed to us by the contenders.

WALL CRITICISES 
UNFAIR’ DIVERSION 
OF WATER FUNDS 


Utilities Director 
Says Revenues Should 
Not Be Used at Sani- 
tarium, Laboratory. 


—E 


Use of city Water Department 
funds for the operation and mainte- 
nance of the Sanitarium power 
plant and the Municipal Testing 
Laboratory, both of which original- 
ly were built by the Water Depart- 
ment, was criticised sharply by Di- 
rector of Public Utilities Edward 
E. Wall in his annual report filed 
yesterday with the Board of Pub- 
lic Service. 
Cost of operating the Sanitarium 
power plant during the fiscal year 
ended last April was $103,162, and 
of the laboratory, $27,886, a total 
of $131,048. 
Water Commissioner John B. 
Dean explained that about 1904 the 
Water Department erected a pump- 
ing station at the Sanitarium to 
pump water to the institution, and 
that subsequently the station was 
enlarged for use as an electric and 
heating plant for the Sanitarium. 
When the station was thus expand- 
ed, the Water Department asked 
city officials, without success, to 
be relieved of continued mainte- 
nance, _ 
As a result, the Water Depart- 
ment has been providing all the 
electricity and heat for the Sani- 
tarium. Each year the department 
includes in its budget expenditures 
for the, power plant, because, as 
Commissioner Dean put it, “we 
haven't got the nerve to just walk 
out on the job.” 

New Station Built. 
In 1928 the plant was declared ob- 
solete and $125,203 was withdrawn 
from aWter Department funds to- 
ward construction of a new station, 
completed last year at a cost of 
$463,466. It was agreed that $20,000 a 
year would be repaid the Water De- 
partment, and by 1933, a total of 
$80,000 had been turned back to 
the department, leaving $45,203 un- 
paid. This amount is still owed 
the Water Department by the gen- 
eral revenue fund. 
Dean also explained that the Wa- 
ter Department “accidentally” fell 
heir to tke operation of the testing 
aborator The department first 


establishing\its own laboratory to 


ed, conti d to share the expense 
of its operation. In 1933, the entire 
burden of operation was shifted to 
the Water Department, Dean said. 

In his report, Wall said: “There 
is no more reason why the Water 
Department division should pay 
the cost of operating the power 
plant at the Sanitarium than at 
other municipal institutions, such 
as the City Hospital, Workhouse, 
Koch Hospital, 
the six city-owned plants whose 
cost of operation is now paid out 
of the revenue derived from gener- 
al taxation. 

Calls Diversion Unfair. 

“Manifestly,” he continued, “it is 
exceedingly unfair to the 136,000 
individuals and organizations from 
whom entire revenue of the Water 
Department is collected, to have 
this revenue, intended to be used 
solely for the Water Division, di- 
verted and put to uses for the 
benefit of the public at large; that 
is, that one-sixth of the popula- 
tion of the city should pa; in ex- 
cess of the value of the service 
they receive in order that the re- 
m..ining five-sixths shall be relieved 
oO: paying in full for their share 
of the cost of ‘municipal service.” 

Water Department expenditures 
for the last fiscal year were the 
lowest in 21 years, after deducting 
the $131,048 for the power plant 
and laboratory, and the average 
consumption of water in the city 
was 125,500,000 gallons a day, an 
increase of 5,700,000 gallons daily 
over the preceding fiscal year, the 
report showed. 

A controversy arose between 
c.iy officials and newspaper re- 
porters yesterday when Director 
Wall refused to permit the report- 
ers to examine his report after 
its filing with the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, asking them to wait 
an hour—presumably until Mayor 
Dickmann had read it. Failing to 
get the report, the repcrters re- 
fused to leave the chamber when 
President Baxter L. Brown of the 
Board declared an executive ses- 
sion, anc Brown threatened to call 
the police, 

Director of Public Safety George 
W. Chadsey suggested that the 
boar.! move to an adjoining office, 
taking Wall’s report with it, and 
‘.is was done. The reporter went 
to Wall's office and obtained copies 
of his report.

Treating Oily Scalp 


By Patricia Lindsay 


CALP conditions are frequently deceiving. You might 
S think you have a very dry scalp when actually you have 
an oily condition. For unless the entire length of the 
hair becomes oily the day after a shampoo one is inclined 
f to think that one’s scalp is too 
’ | dry if the hair is being unman- 
ageable and lacks a healthy lustre. 
But according to a leading scalp 
specialist the ends of the hair can 
be brittle and dry and the scalp 
itself too oily — so this is how to 
judge. If your hair becomes oily 
near the scalp three days to a week 
after a shampoo, it is excessively 
oily. Other indications are dry 
brittle ends, dandruff, temple hair 
becoming sparse, and the color of 
hair fading. Very oily scalps make 
PATRICIA LINDSAY the entire length of hair greasy 
looking a day or two after a 
shampoo. This specialist warns that. the oily scalp should 
not be shampooed but once in several] weeks, for weekly sham- 
pooing only aggravates the condition as it causes the tiny 
oil glands to become relaxed and spill over on the surface 
of the hair instead of normally flowing into the hair shaft. 
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IT IS SUGGESTED that the Scalp be kept clean by a 
special preparation for Oily scalp which is astringent and 
tends to keep the too-relaxed oil glands closed. This is done 
by parting the hair and rubbing the scalp with a bit of ab- 
sorbent cotton wrung out of the special preparation. Thus 
your head is,kept clean between the soap and water sham- 
poos. Every ‘single day the hair should be brushed—even 
though that sounds contrary to reason. But the brushing ac- 
tually does help normalize the condition and it is a mistake 
to feel that oily hair will be made more oily by brushing. When 
the hair is washed one should use another special cleanser 
which clears the scalp of loosened cuticle before the liquid 
shampoo is applied. 
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IF YOUR SCALP is excessively oily you might try this 
routine: Every three weeks, or once a month, shampoo your 
hair. Between shampoos keep your head clean as suggested 
and your hair well brushed. In two months’ time the condi- 
tion should be greatly improved. During those two months you 
should also refrain from eating fried foods, rich pastries or 
other sweets, and fatty foods. Drink plenty of fresh water 
each day, exercise in the open air if possible (otherwise in- 
doors) and get plenty of sleep. Try to dry your hair in the 
sunshine while you are treating it. Get plenty of sleep and 
avoid worry or nervous strain as you would the plague! For 
overstimulation of the nervous system is one of the known 
causes for this unfortunate scalp condition which robs any 
head of its rightful beauty!

That Full Year of Military Training 


Young Man With Right Mental Attitude Should Benefit From His Life in Camp.

OU young men who have reg- 
Y isterea for selective service 

probably read thousands of 
words about that year of training 
which you'll undergo if your num- 
ber has been drawn. Already you 
should have a pretty good idea of 
what camp life will be like, and 
what your daily routine will be. 


But we’re wondering if you have 
given any thought to how you are 
going to react to that life, or what 
effect it is likely to have on you. 
Will those 12 months of training 
turn out to be, at best, a year 
wasted; or will they stand out as a 
high spot in your memory? 

The answers to these questions 
will depend largely on your mental 
attitude toward the whole expe- 
rience. We're therefore going to 
pass along to you a few sugges- 
tions from “men who have been 
through the mill, to help you get 
the greatest possible benefit and 
the least possible grief out of your 
year in the army, 

First of all, we hope you'll go to 
camp determined that, even though 


the army is no bed of roses, you can 
“take it’”—and even like it. There’s 
no use kidding yourself that you're 
off for a year-long picnic. True, 
the army is going to be as watch- 
ful as possible of your comfort, 
your welfare, and your contentment. 
Your quarters will be clean and 
reasonably comfortable, and your 
food will be good and plentiful. 
You'll have time to engage in sports 
and other recreation, and there will 
be movies and dances in the camp 
service club. 

But after all, the army’s job isn’t 
to give you a good time, but to 
make you into soldiers. That’s go- 
ing to mean hard, intensive work, 
six days a week. It’s going to mean 
stricter discipline than most of you 
have ever known. You won't be 
coddled, or petted, or humored. Cry 
babies, poor sports and chronic 
complainers will have a pretty 
rough time. 

However, if you’re determined to 
benefit, rather than suffer, from 
the experience, you can. You'll be 
living in close quarters with other 
young men of every different type, 
drawn from every walk of life. 
That will be an opportunity and a 
challenge, You can learn some very 
important lessons in getting along 
with other people. You can learn 
a lot about human nature; you may 
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even make some cherished, lifelong 
friends. 

What you'll need to get along 
with your fellow soldiers is merely 
the same attitude of cheerful give- 
and-take that you’d need at a Boy 
Scout camp, in a prep school or col- 
lege dormitory, or around a frater- 
nity house. If you’re a “right guy,” 
your fellow soldiers will like you, 
and you'll enjoy their compannion- 
ship. But if you’re a chiseler, a 
poor loser, a tale-bearer, or an 
apple polisher, they'll undoubtedly 
find it out and make life pretty 
miserable for yov. 
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NOTHER good thing to remem- 
Ave: is that fighting military 

authority is a pretty useless 
business. You've probably heard 
tales about some of the wrong 
numbers who served as top ser- 
geants and second lieutenants dur- 
ing the World War. Almost every 
veteran can describe at least one 
petty tyrant whom he would have 
cheerfully pulverized if given half 
a chance. 


There will be much less of that 
sort of thing during your training 
period. Military authorities today 
realize the importance of fair and 
considerate treatment in maintain- 
ing morale. However, army offi-

cers are human beings. They in- 
evitably include just about as many 
princes and just about as many 
pains as any other large group of 
professional men. 

Most of them, you'll find, will 
be strict, but fair. You'll simply 
have to learn to get along with all 
types. But remember that an offi- 
cer holds all the winning cards. 
That may strike you as unjust, but 
it’s necessary. You can’t build an 
army without discipline—and these 
officers have been given the job 
of building an army for the defense 
of your—and their—country. 


If you’re skilled or experienced 
in any line of work, you'll prob- 
ably have a chance to get into a 
branch of the service which can 
utilize that ability. You may even 
improve your knowledge of your 
skill during this year of training. 
There will be libraries on most of 
the posts, if you like to read. 

And finally, you should come 
back from your year’s training a 
huskier and healthier physical 
specimen than you are now. Add 
that to greatly broadened experi- 
ence in getting along with people, 
new friends, and additional knowl- 
edge, and you can see that this 
year can be far from a wasted one. 

Whether it is or not depends en- 
tirely on you.

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“lowa Diet” 
For Preventing 
Tooth Decay

HAT is the “Iowa diet” for the 
Weeane and treatment of 
tooth decay? 
Boyd recently has reviewed the 
results of studies by himself and 
the late Dr. Charles Drain, rela- 


tive to the prevention and arrest 
of caries of the dentin, in the 
presence of diets adequate in the 
“protective” foods. On _ observa- 
tions of over 250 children, over a 
period of years, these investigators 
have observed that caries, which 
has already passed beyond the 
tooth enamel and has invaded the 
dentin, can be arrested in as short 
a period as 10 weeks, and the cares 
judged as definitely inactive, when 
adequately protective diets are 
fed. The daily food components of 
this so-called “Iowa Diet” are as 
follows: 

One quart of milk per day. 

One egg. 

One ounce of butter. 

One teaspoonful of cod liver oil 
the year round. 

Two vegetables, one being raw. 

Fresh fruits. 
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IS INTESTINAL flu, when it oc- 
curs, always associated with influ- 
enza of the chest? 

“Intestinal flu” is a kind of slang 
term used by doctors to designate 
an epidemic of mild dysentery oc- 
curring in the winter which has 
been prevalent in the United States 
for the past few winters. Nobody 
really knows its nature, and it 
might as well be called intestinal 
flu as anything. Bacteriologists do 
not recognize it because bacteriol- 
ogists do not know the germ that 
causes influenza. Intestinal compli- 
cations are very unusual in epi- 
demics of actual influenza. The 
only danger in the use of the term 
is that it will be applied carelsssly 
to cases which are actually appen- 
dicitis or other forms of organic 
disease. 
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WHAT ARE the causes and treat- 
ment of brittle fingernails? 

This is one of the frequent ques- 
tions sent to me which is easier 
asked than answered. The doctors 
have a name for it, however—ony- 
chorrhexis—little as they know 
about it. It is due to a malforma- 
tion of the nail plate. Any chronic 
disease is likely to cause brittle- 
ness. Also any disturbance of nu- 
trition. 

Repeated slight injuries 
also be the cause—the nails crack 
or break, thus keeping up a par- 
tial exposure of the nailbed. To 
prevent or treat, it may be neces- 
sary to keep the nails protected 
with some such covering as heavy 
adhesive plaster, continuously day 
and night—and for a long time. 
Improvement in general health is 
always followed by improvement 
in the “tone” of fingernails. Nu- 
tritious diets containing Vitamins 
A and D and milk to supply cal- 
cium are indicated; if the cause is 
a local infection with fungus 
growths, local antiseptic applica- 
tions or X-ray,

to us an incredibly poor diet. It is 
true that malnutrition is not some- 
thing that happens overnight, and 
people can go on for a long while 
on an inadequate diet. But those 
who can stand it longest are those 
who have had adequate diets all 
their lives before. Good nutrition 
is a sound investment, a very sub- 
stantial way of “putting something 
aside for a rainy day.” That is 
why even on a limited food budzet 
we recommend allowing a _ full 
quart of milk every day for each 
child in the family, a full pint for 
every adult; and backing up the 
basic milk allowance with at least 
three eggs a week, and plenty of 
fresh fruit and vegetables. We 
hope‘and believe that food ration- 
ing is something that will never 
happen here.

This 
is a standard (although not too 
well known) convention, demand- 
ing that partner name his best 
suit. It is used, of course, only 
over an adverse shutout bid at the 
four level, and must not be con- 
fused with the Culbertson or Black- 
wood four no trump slam conven- 
tions, which ask for key cards. 
South cannot know which suit to 
choose for an overcall of the four 
hearts, hence must force North 
to make the choice. A five spade, 
five diamund, or five club contract 
should be cold, depending on 
North's choice (25 points demerit 
for five diamonds; 40 points for 
four spades, five clubs, or any oth- 
er call, including five hearts).

West opened the delice of dia- 
monds. East won with the jack 
and cashéd the ace, then led the 
queen of spades, South winning 
with the ace. 

Declarer now had to avoid the 
loss of two more spade tricks, and 
the only source from which a dis- 
card could come was dummy’s club 
suit. In order to establish a club, 
however, it would be necessary to 
enter dummy four times: three 
times to ruff clubs and once to 
cash the thirteener—assuming the 
suit broke 4-3. 

At first glance there appeared to 
be only two, or at most three, en- 
tries to dummy, the ace of clubs 
and a trump entry or two. Tie 
only conceivable way in which the 
fourth entry could be developed 
was to win tricks in the dummy 
with the eight and seven of trumps. 
This could be done if the nine 
dropped on the first round or, in 
any case, if West had the nine. 

Declarer led the club to dummy’s 
ace and ruffed a club with the jack. 


A low trump was next led and, 
when West played low, dummy 
finessed the seven. When East 


showed out, the rest of the play 
was marked...
